found them, in 1849, organized into a 
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State, with all the order of legislative, 
judicial, and executive offices regu- 

rly filled, under a constitution emi- 
nently republican in sentiment, and 
tolerant in religion; and though the 
authority of Congress has not yet 
sanctioned this form of Goverament, 
presented and petitioned for, they 
proceed quietly with all the routine of 
an organized self-governing people, 
under the title of a Territory—being 
satisfied to abide their time, in acces- 
sion of strength by numbers, when 
they may be deemed fit to take a 
sovereign position, being contented, 
so long as allowed to enjoy the sub- 
stance, under the shadow of a name. 
They lay and collect taxes, raise and 
equip troops for protection, in full 
sovereignty, on the soil they helped to 
conquer first and to subdue to use 
afterwatd.” 

Here is a graphic sketch from the 
artistic pen of a gold digger, a cor- 
respondent of the New York Tribune, 
under date of July 8, 1849: 

„The company of gold diggers 
which I have the honor to command 
arrived here on the 3rd instant, and 
judge our feelings when, after some 
twelve hundred miles travel through 
an uncultivated desert, and the last 
one hundred miles of the distance 
through and among lofty mountains, 
and narrow and difficult ravines, we 
found ourselves suddenly, and almost 
unexpectedly, in a comparative para- 
diss. * * At first sight of all 


these signs of cultivation in the wil- 


derness, we were transported with 
wonder and pleasure. Some wept, 
some gave three cheers, some laughed, 
and some ran and fairly danced for 
joy, while all felt inexpressibly happy 
teg find themselves once more amid 
scenes which mark the ress of 
advancing civilization. We passed on 
amid scenes like these, expecting every 
moment to come to some commercial 
centre, some business point in this 
great metropolis of the mountains, but 
we were disappointed. No hotel, si 
post, cake and beer shop, barber oda, 
market house, grocery, provision, dry 
‘goods, or hardware store distinguished 
ene part of the town from another; 
not even a bakery or mechanic's sign 
was anywhere discernable. 


Here, then, was something new ; 
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an entire people reduced to a level, 
and all living by their labor—all culti- 
vating the earth, or following some 
branch of physical industry. At first 
I thought it was an experiment, an 
order of things established pu 

to carry out the principles of ‘social- 
ism’ or ‘Mormonism.’ In short, I 
thought it very much like Oweaism 

rsonified. However, on inquiry, I 
— that a eombination of seemi 
unavoidable eircumstances had pro- 
duced this singular state of affairs. 
There were no hotels, because there 
had been no travel; no barber’s shops, 
because every one chose to shave him- 
self, and no one had time to shave his 
— eon ; no stores, because they 
had no goods to sell, nor time to 
traffic ; no centre of business, because 
all were too busy to make a centre. 

There was abundance of mechanics’ 
shops, of dressmakers, milliners, and 
tailors, etc.; but they needed no 
sign, nor had they time to paint or 
erect one, for they were crowded with 
business. Beside their several trades, 
all must cultivate the land, or die, for 
the country was new, and no cultiva- 
tion but their own within a thousand 
miles. Every one had his own lo 
and built on it; every one cultiva 
it, and perhaps a small farm in the 
distance. 

And the strangest of all was, that 
this great city, extending over several 
square miles, had been erected, and 
ewery house and fence made, within 
nine or ten months of the time of our 
arrival ; while at the same time, good 
bridges were erected over the principal 
streams, and the country settlements 
extended nearly one hundred miles up 
and down the — 9 

This Territory, State, or, as some 
term it, ‘Mormon empire,’ may justly 
be considered one of the greatest pro- 
digies of our time, and, in comparison 
with its the most gigantic of all 
Republics in existence—being only in 


‘its second year since the first seed of 


cultivation was planted, or the first 
civilized habitation commenced. If 
these people were such thieves and 
robbers as their enemies represented 
them to be in the States, I must think 


they have greatly reformed in point of 
industry since coming to the moun-

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‘I this day attended worship with 
‘them in the open air. Some thou- 
sands of well dressed, intelligent 
looking people assembled ; a number 
ok them on foot, some in i 
and some on horseback. Many were 
neatly and even fashionably clad. The 
beauty and neatness of the ladies 
reminded me of some of our best 
| ons of New York. They 
; ‘a choir of both sexeay who per- 
formed exceedingly wall panied 
by & band, playing well on almost 
every musical instrument of modern 
invention. Peals of the most sweet, 
sacred and solemn music filled the air, 
after which asolemn prayer was offered 
by Mr. Grant (a Latter-day Saint), of 
Philadelphia. Then followed varions 
business advertisements, read by the 
clerk. * * * After this came a 
lengthy discourse by Mr. Brigham 
Young, President of the Society, - 
taking somewhat of politics, much of 
religion and philosophy,‘ and a little 
on the subject of gold; showing the 
wealth, strength, and glory of England 
growing out of her coal mines, iron 
and industry, and the weakness, cor- 
ruption, and degradation of Spanish 
America, Spain, etc., growing ont of 

abits. 

‘He further observed that the people 
here would petition to be organized 
into a Territory under the American 
‘Government, notwithstanding its 
abuses, and that, if granted, they 
would stand by the Constitutio 
laws of the United States, whilé at 
the same time he denounced their 
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corruption and abuses. 

‘But,’ said the speaker, we ask no 
odds of them, whether they grant us 
our petition or not! We never will 
ask any odds of a nation that has 
driven us from our homes. If they 
grant us our rights, well; if not, well; 
they can do no more than they have 
done. They, and ourselves, and all 
men, are in the hands of the great 
God, who will govern all things for 
good ; and all will be right, and work 
1 for good to them that serve 

Such, in part, was the discourse to 
which we listened in the strongholds 
of the mountains. The Mormons are 
not dead, nor is their spirit broken. 
And, if I mistake not, there is a noble, 
daring, stern and democratic spirit 
swelling in their bosoms, which will 

ple these mourtains with a race of 
independent men, and influence the 
destiny of our country and the world 
for a hundred generations. In their 
religion they seem charitable, devoted 
and sincere; in their politics, bold, 
daring, and determined; in their 
domestic circle, quiet, affectionate, 
and bapp ; while in industry, skill, 
and intelligence, they have few equals, 
and no superiors on earth. 

I had many strange feelings while 
contemplating this new civilization, 
growing up so suddenly in the wilder- 


ness. I almost wished I could awake 
from my golden dream, and find it 
but a dream; while I pursued my 


domestic duties as quietly, as happily 
and contentedly as this strange people.

He wept with the tears of fond affection 
over the grave of his departed friend 
Lazarus, and mingled his tears with 
the sorrowful and disconsolate sisters, 
as if to sympathize with them and 
help to bear their grief, insomuch that 
the Jews exclaimed, ‘‘ behold how he 
loved him.” Another striking example 
of this natural affection is illustrated 
in his close intimacy with his beloved 
disciple John. This Apostle was bis 
most intimate friend who leaned on 
his breast at supper; and who was 
employed to ask questions on subjects 
in which the others felt a delicacy : he 
is frequently called that disciple 
whom Jesus loved.” Now we must 
think that Jesus loved them all as 
disciples and followers of the Lamb; 
‘but as to natural affection John was 
his peculiar favorite ; to him he com- 
mitted his sorrowing and disconsolate 
mother, as he was about to expire on 
the cross, and from that time, Mary, 
the mother of Jesus, became a member 
of John’s family. ‘‘He took her 
home to his own house.” Jesus 
having taken affectionate leave of his 
sorrowing friends, at length yielded 
up the ghost, and his disembodied 
spirit took its rest in paradise; while 
his lifeless corpse was carefully wrapped 
in linen and laid in a sepulchre ; but

THE GREAT STRIKE IN AMERICA.

'I shall never forget the feelings of 


| 
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the merchants, bankers, shippers, and 
capitalists, or the excitement of the 

ople in New York during the mob- 

ing and stoppage of trains. I was 
there during the war, and recollect 
well the feeling of the people at that 
time. When "the North lost a battle, 
the people would say, Send more 
troops, and in time we will whip the 
South.” More troops meant more 
business—they required more boots, 
shoes, clothing, etc., and this put 
more money into the purse of the 
speculator. In this mobbing it was 
very different; here a few common 
laborers had struck for higher wages, 
and in so doirg struck commerce while 
on the move. This stoppage brought 


every department of business to the. 


same condition; the merchant could 
not sell his goods, for he could not 
deliver them; the banker could not 
send his draft or check or money, for 
no Express Co. would or could carry 
the same. We use 12,000 beeves a 
week in New York Oity, but on the 
Friday of the strike we had only 4,000 
to kill, and had the strike continued, 
we would have been without fresh 
meat on the following Tuesday. It 
was so with everything else we eat— 
eggs, chickens, cheese, 4 —4 even to 
fruit; the largest merchants, and the 
poor old woman who sold apples and 
peaches on the sidewalks, who had 
only a little withered fruit for sale, 
and when you asked her for better, 
could only inform you that none came 
to market during the strike. From 
the day we left New York to the day 
we reached Omaha, we passed troops 
in camp at every place where govern— 
ment or railroad property was in 
danger. At Omaba we found a num- 
ber of troops guarding the railroad 
bridge and depot, some of whom were 
from Camp Douglas, Utah ; these re- 
turned home on the same train we did. 
I had learned from the papers that the 
mob had burned the depot, the hotel, 
the elevator, and 127 engines, besides 
two miles of passenger and freight 
cars, at Pittsburgh. Being well ac- 
quainted with the buildings and 
switches there, I thought I could 
imagine the scene of desolation caused 
by the fire, but in this [ was very 
much mistaken ; I could fancy I saw 
a double track of rails two miles long, 
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with nothing left upon them h car 
wheels, but this was nothing compared 
to what was to beseen. After passing 
the above, we came to an open space 
covering many acres of switches, tim- 
bers, etc., all burnea, rails all bent, 
car wheels covering the whole; be- 
tween these, in places, could be seen 
the remains of the different loaded 
cars and contents, as spades . 
handles, pitchforks minus the . 
lacking — wheat, 
rye, oats, co urning. 
After thie” we arrived at the Round 
Houses (what is left of them), contain- 
ing 127 engines ; this was of all scenes. 
the most fearful I had ever beheld ;: 
to the right could be seen the ruins of 


the hotel, depot, and elevator, also 


large workshops belonging to the rail- 
road company; before us could be 
seen the 127 engines, charred and 
maimed, these were all huddled toge- 
ther, some with the chimnies broken 
and bent, with a fore or hind wheel, 
and often both in the ground, while 
the others stood upon the floor where 
it had not been fired. Fancy, if you 
can, this desolation. The playing and 
dancing to this tune will cost the 
country $20,000,000. Then imagine 
the scenes during the burning of all 
this, the ringing of engine bells, 
firing of guns, yellings of the mob, the 
burning and bursting of flaming oil 
casks and tanks; with the ratcling of 
every description of carriage, cart, and 
27 pressed into service by thieves 
and blacklegs for the conveyance of 
dry goods, groceries, etc., or anything. 
that was useful or moveable, and you 
have the fearful picture, with the ex- 
ception ‘of the terrible feelings of the 
capitalists and peaceable citizens du- 
ring this time of destruction, who in 
fear knew not the moment that these 
fiery fiends would fire, rob, and lay 
waste all they possessed. This des- 
truction was by the mob of. one city 
only. At the same date, and almost 
at the same hour, this mob spirit was. 
working in the very heart of others, 
destroying and defying the powers.

My family 
often make remarks on the difference between this, and that accorded tos 
family which emigrated to Utah from here a few years back; they were taken 
by the hand to the Tithing Office, and kept there for three weeks, till they could 


look around, and then they were sent to and settled in Moroni, in San Pet“ 


County, in better circumstances than they were here. New comers from 
America do not like this country, and why should they—they are living in 4 
blessed land,—‘‘A land (as was said of old) blessed above all other lands, 
with the rains and the dews of heaven,” which blessings we seldom get here. 
These American emigrants showed their disgust with the country by paying 
their passages back again, in the same ship that brought them here.” 


Elder John McCarthy writes from St. Heliers, Jersey— 

„August the lst, I rebaptized five in St. Heliers; on the 17th Elder Cave 
and myself baptized ten ; I rebaptized six and brother Cave baptized four 
fresh members—in all fifteen baptized. I posted The Oaly Way to be
